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First Step in a Cleanup 


The federal grand jury's indictment of 12 
labor leaders in the construction industry, for 
violation of the anti-racketeering statute, should 
be regarded as only the first step in a deter- 
mined campsign to clean up the building trades 
in the St. Louis area. 

A solemn responsibility to aid that campaign 
rests not only on the federal authorities and the 
courts but on the rank and file of the unions 
and on every decent citizen who has any interest 
in the construction industry. 

Indictments are not convictions, and the para- 
sitic hoodlums who have moved into many of 
the building unions have shown in the past that 
they will stop at nothing to frustrate the pro- 
cesses of justice. Their record also shows that 
they do not accept temporary setbacks. Paul H. 
Hulahan was fired out of the laborers’ union 
at one time, but he muscled his way back into 
control. The only way to deal with racketeers is 
to knock them clear out of their rackets. 


This means that witnesses must have the 
courage to tell what they know. It means that 
public and official opinion must back them up. 
It means that the international: leadership of 
the unions and the great majority of honest 
working members must act vigorously to purge 
their ranks of the vielous influence of the ex- 
tortioners and the goons, It means that the 
contractors and other leaders of the construc- 
tion industry have got to quit buying a labor 
supply at the price of connived-at bribery and 
corruption, 3 

The individual guilt or innocence of the 12 
defendants can only be established by trial, but 
the very range of the indictments constitutes a 
shame and a scandal to the community.

Behind the Oatis Release 


There ig genuine rejoicing—and especially 
so among members of the press—over the re 
lease of William N. Oatis, the Associated Press 
reporter who had been imprisoned in Commu- 
nist Prague for 25 months. Thig is based, first 
of all, on concern for personal welfare and, 
more broadly, on alarm over coercive interfer- 
ence with free gathering of the news. 

But beyond the immediate relief over the un- 
expected release of Mr. Oatis—an event which 
seemed unbearably remote during the dark days. 
in which all efforts on his behalf were in vain— 
there is the question of its political significance. 
Senators Taft, Case and Duff were only a few 
among the many who immediately connected 
it with the current Communist campaign for im- 
proved relations with the West. - ; 

True, the official explanation ig simply that’ 
the Czechoslovakian government was moved to 
mercy by a poignant appeal from Mrs. Oatis. — 
But this is a softness of heart which has been 
entirely absent from Communist jurisprudence 
until very recently. Thousands and thousands 
of persons have been sent to labor camps, to 
prison and to the gallows without eliciting the 
slightest sign of the quality of mercy. The 
“conviction” of . Oatis himself was typical 
of Communist law enforcement. 

Now after a sudden change in the cast of 
characters in the Kremlin and, incidentally, also 
in Prague, Mr. Oatis and a number of other 
Western nationals have been freed from Com-_ 
munist detention. Russian citizens also have 
been liberated. If this does not betoken a pro- 
found change of attitude—which seems much © 
too much to expect—it must be intended as a 
conciliatory gesture, possibly eveh as one of 
those “deeds” which the United States Govern- 
ment is. asking as an earnest of Communist 
“words.” «>. | ey.

| Fights Dragon of Inflation. 

All this is disputed by cham- 
pions of freedom for the interest 
‘rate. They say that far from 
being an evil sprite, interest is a 
Tom Thumb knight in shining 
a kind of financial St. 
George who will slay the dragon 
of inflation if allowed. Putting 
interest rates back in the deep 
freeze, they say, will leave the 
‘field to the dragon, opening the 
'way to ruin such as overtook Ger- 
many after World War I, when 
‘inflation took full charge. Infla- 
tion, they say, can end only in 
depression, 

Opponents of free market in- 
‘terest rates say the inflation dra- 
‘gon is not necessarily the night- 
mare creature he is pictured. 
During 20 years of Democratic 
administrations, they say, he has 
always been around the house, 
and turned out to be a stimulat- 
ing influence when _ properly 
watched. 

“Drug, you mean,” reply the 
Eisenhower Administration men 
who advocate a tight,money, hard 
dollar, free market economy. 
They said inflation is a drug that 
begins by pepping vou up, and 


‘ends by eating you up, like co- 


caine.

‘involved is always beclouded by 
endless “ifs,” “ands,” and “buts. 


Power of Interest Rates. 

Everybody seems to agree that 
interest rates, which look like the 
smallest part of any financial 
transaction, can produce impor- 
tant economic effects. Those who 
propose to put interest rates low 
and keep them there by govern- 
ment action and those who say 
free ups and downs are necessary 
to a sound economy are making 
an equally low bow to the power 
of interest rates. 

Also, both groups are saying, 
directly or indirectly, that what 
is done about interest rates can 
make the difference between 
prosperity and depression. To you, 
that might mean the difference 
between a job, a healthy family, 
a good home, good food and 
clothing and a fair future and the 
dismal gloom of no job, unpaid 
bills, inadequate food, clothing, 
housing, education and no clear 
future. 

How can the difference between 
two small figures—say 3 and 4— 
with a percentage sign after them 
mean so much in an economy 
where most sums under a billion 
have come to be counted rather 
small? 

What Are Interest Rates? 


Let’s take a look. 

What produces interest rates? 
Interest is the “price” or “rent 
charged for money. Interest rates 
go up or down for the same rea- 
son that house rent goes up or 
down, because there is a shortage 
of houses for rent (high rent) or 
plenty of houses (low rent). If 
the supply of money is greater 
than demand for it, interest rates 
will be low. If the demand is 
greater than supply, interest rates 
will go up. 

So. interest rates depend upon 
the money supply. Who has 
‘charge of that? The Federal Re- 
serve System—with its seven-man 
board of governors headquartered 
in Washington and 12 Federal Re- 
serve banks scattered over the na-

Becomes Par Value Buyer. 


| The Government asked the re- 


serve system to see to it that bor- 
rowing stayed easy by keeping all 
Government issues at par value. 
There is just one way to do that, 
and that is to stand ready at all 
times to buy at par value. (If 
there is one par value buyer, all 
buyers must pay par). The Fed- 
eral Reserve did so, thus pegging, 
or supporting, the prices of Gov- 
ernment securities. 3 
When the Federal Reserve 
bought a security from a bank, 
it paid by giving the bank credit 
in its reserve account equal to 
the value of the security. That 
increased the bank’s ability to 
lend (up to five times the amount 
of its increased reserves). So this 
policy of pegging Government se- 
curities at par value swelled the 
money. supply. 

This money surplus kept inter- 
est rates low, making it cheaper 
to finance the national debt 
(where interest now cost 614 bil- 
lion dollars a year). In effect, it 
put interest rates in a deep freeze, 
at a low level. 


Called Artificial. 

But this was an “artificial level 
of interest rates,” the new Ad 
ministration economists say, which 
caused easy money inflation, since 
there was plenty of money for 
banks to lend, and borrowing 

did not cost much. They point to 
price rises in everything but in- 
terest. Critics of free interest 
rates reply: Look how the econ- 
omy expanded under the impetus 
of the expanded money supply. 

The answer to that in the new 
Administration’s books is: 

Yes, great expansion took place. 
But artificially low interest rates 
encouraged expansion and con- 
sumer spending which at some 
point would satisfy all present de- 
mand, and then eat into what 
should be future demand for 
goods and services. No cushion 
of unsatisfied demand would be 
left. The boom would topple 
over into a bust when demand 
dried up, or when inflationary 
price rises in the cost of food, 
clothing, shelter and all other 
things killed demand. 

Buying Continued. 

As soon as the war was over, 
the Federal Reserve wanted to 
halt its support policy, and thus 
halt its massive injections of new 
money into the economic blood- 
stream. But the Government ar- 
gued that this would cause ,rising 
interest rates and that it would 
result in Government securities 
selling under par. (As other in- 
terest rates rose, and made other 
investments more attractive, the 
Government issues would de- 
crease in. market value.) The 
Truman administration asked the 
Federal Reserve to continue. 

It did so, until March 1951, 
when it got the Treasury to agree 
that it could gradually halt the 
support pegging of Government 
issues. | 

Since then, it has supplied less 
and less money to the market. 
Sure enough, Government issues 
went under par value, and inter- 
est rates began to climb. But price 
rices in food, clothing and shelter 
began to halt. For the last year 
prices have been either about 
stable or tilted down. This proved, 
to the Federal Reserve's satisfac- 
tion, that in ending support of 
Government securities at par it 
had also ended the main cause of 
inflation. 

The new Secretary of the 
Treasury, George Humphrey, and 
his debt adviser, W. Randolph 
Burgess, welcomed this condi- 
tion. They said the halt in price

WO of the books are grace- 

ful and informative autobi- 

ographies. These are Alvin 
Johnson’s “Pioneer Progress,” 
which tells the story of one of 
the freest souls of our times, 
from its Nebraska homestead 
beginning through the develop- 
ment of the now world-famous 
New School for Social Research; 
and Moritz J. Bonn, student df 
public finance, native of Frank- 
furt-am-Main, Germany, who 
has been a visiting faculty mem- 
ber in perhaps more American 
universities and colleges than 
any other foreign scholar. 

Harold J. Laski’s brilliant, 
jam-packed career is told by 
the editor of The New States- 
man and Nation, London, The 
fourth book is, as its title says, 
the story of two lives, those of 
the late Wesley C. Mitchell, de- 
veloper of the study of business 
cycles, who was born at Rush- 
ville, Ill., and his wife, Lucy 
Sprague Mitchell, the educator, 
as recounted by the latter.

CENES of family life are es- 

pecially vivid and charming 

in the Johnson and Mitchell 
books. Though he lived his adult 
years on both coasts, at Stan- 
ford and Columbia universities, 
Robin Mitchell, to use the name 
Lucy Sprague always called her 
husband by, thought ‘of himself 
as a Middle Westerner. 

Looking back to Rushville, 
Littleton, Kinmundy and Deca- 
tur, he spoke of “the long roll- 
ing folds of land that is my 
home.” A thousand miles away 
he remembered “the gracious 
hazy days of September in Illi- 
nois—when you catch the fra- 
grance of burning grass and see 
everything distant through a 
prismatic screen.” 


The father of the Mitchell 
prairie brood was a country doc- 
tor, who—from childhood and 
through the Civil War and his 
subsequent practice — himself 
battled against a crippled leg 
that turned tubercular. He was 
one of those _ indomitable 
spirits of the frontier who was 
always doing new things. At 
Decatur, for example, he raised 
strawberries and asparagus — 
new crops which ‘would not 
grow that far north.”

HE house at Kinmundy, 
T wren Robin Mitchell lived 
from the age of 4 to 6, is de- 
scribed “as a grand old place, 
built by a sea captain, with a 
cupola, for a crow’s nest, from 
which he could look across the 
fields of waving wheat that 
stretched way behind the 
house.” There was a _ wide 
porch surrounding the house 
for “walks on deck,” where the 
children enjoyed rainy days. 
The yard had a white picket 
fence, great pine trees with cir- 
cular beds of daffodils and ver- 
benas beneath them, and a 
grass-covered mound under a 
weeping willow. There they 
played “roly-poly, butter and 
eggs,” at rest periods between

LVIN JOHNSON’S sstory,

HE Laski biography by 
4 Kingsley Martin recounts 

the life story of the English 
political scientist and Labor 
party worker who was the sub- 
ject of substantial notice in this 
space March 15, in connection 
with “The Holmes-Laski Let- 
ters.” The Martin appraisal is 
both friendly and critical.

‘ble exchange with Felix Frank- 


furter shortly “before Laski’s 
death at the age of 57 in 1950: 

Laski wrote: “I don’t think I 
remember one shadow falling 
across the kind of friendship 
which has helped me-to go 
through hard experiences and 
bitter years. Not least, in some 
of the really grim choices I 
have had to make, there has 
been a kind of silent but pro- 
found help from you which has 
been immeasurably valuable in 
giving me the courage to do 
things that I have known I 
ought to do, and have yet 
shrunk from doing. You can say 
at least of one human being 
that his life was given a deeper 
fulfillment because he has 
known you and loved you.” 

Frankfurter replied: “Thank 
you. The days are moving fast 
when we'll go out to sea. The 
days have been full and candid. 
What else matters?” 

Appended are Laski’s amus- 
ing and illuminating comments 
“On Being ,a Plaintiff’ (never

HERE is no better way to 

show the relevance of the 

pages of M. J. Bonn’s beau- 
tifully written “Wandering 
Scholar”—with its vignettes of 
Lord. Bryce, Lady Gregory, 
Yeats, Keynes, Frederich Ebert, 
Ludendorf, Hindenburg,. Lord 
Lothian, Lloyd George, Strese- 
mann, Ramsay MacDonald and 
scores of others—than to quote 
a passage about the disintegra- 
tion of the American military 
forces’ in Europe after World 
War II.

HE FINANCING of higher 

education is a subject few 

persons have an active in- 
terest in, and yet it is one 
which all citizens should be 
interested because all have an 
important share — in expenses 
and benefits. 

What with prices and costs 
in the field growing ever higher, 
the universities are now faced 
with this problem more severely 
than at any other time in their 
history. Solutions, in turn, grow 
constantly more complex. 

Institutions that provide 
higher training must work 
steadily to cut such costs as 
administration, plant mainte- 
nance and auxiliary enterprises 
so that more money may be 
spent for essentially educational 
purposes, 

Most severe of all, probably, 
are problems confronting pri- 
vate institutions, since they de- 
rive no financial support from 
state or federal governments, 
with the possible exception of 


contract arrangements with such | 


organizations as the military 
services and the Mutual Secur- 
ity Agency. These being not 
very profitable —- contrary to 
popular belief—their income is 
derived from student fees and 
private benefactions. 

And yet in 1950, for instance, 
student fees accounted for less 
than 30 per cent of the total 
income. With  benefactions 
dwindling because of current 
tax trends, one can easily see 
the crisis which is approaching.

HE private institution has 

to control its student 

charges, so that they are 
within reason, but this can only 
be done by increasing the in- 
come derived from other 
sources. Public institutions, on 
the other hand, can control fees 
by additional state and feder 
support. ‘ 

This book gives an adequate 
over-all picture of the plight of 
the private higher education, 
an important element in Amer- 
ica’s way of life. It is clear 
from this survey that in time 
we will have nothing but state 
education at the higher levels 
unless the public acts—by mak- 
ing direct gifts or by meeting 
the necessarily rising fees.

Murray..Out as 
Penn Director 


PHILADELPHIA, May 16 (UP) 
—Pennsylvania Athletic Director 
Francis T. Murray, who squabbled 
with Football Coach George Mun- 
ger over schedule-making several 
weeks ago, no longer is connected 
with the university, acting Presi- 
dent William H. Du an- 
nounced today. 

A terse announcement by Du 
Barry said that Murray’s “respon- 
sibilities and duties .. . have ter- 
minated.” There was no word 
whether Murray was dismissed or 
had resigned. 

Du Barry said that Gene D. Gis- 
burne, dean of admissions, will 
fill Murray's post until a perma- 
nent successor is named. 

At the moment, it appears Mun- 
ger, veteran Penn coach, came out 
on top in the dispute which 
rocked the campus over a “tough,” 
nine-game 1953 schedule. 

The row began with a letter by 
the football squad to the Daily 
Pennsylvanian, school publication. 
The players claimed that the 1953

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Changing Pattern 


‘In Farm Landscape

@ WE'VE BEEN AMAZED, as the nesting season approaches, 
by the obvious comeback of our bobwhites. The peak year 


‘fn our quail population at Possum Trot was 1950, when 14 
‘broods were counted on the farm and we went into the winter 


with 11 coveys. The two seasons which followed were both 
bad for hatching; the first because many nests drowned out 
and last year because the droyth hurt the nesting cover. In 
early autumn we located five coveys, though only two or three 
of these were still on the farm when the season opened in 
November. We'd simply been forced to graze the whole farm 
so hard, not excluding the fenced-out wildlife patches, ponds 
and woodlands, that there was little food or cover left for 
the birds. 
x *« * 
Experience during the hunting season proved what 

we expected; that our quail had moved out into the 

wild lands surrounding the farm. In the timber on 

the mountains, where there had been no grazing, they 

found enough food and cover to keep going. But the 

coveys were smaller than usual, indicating a small 

hatch or possible higher loss to predation. So we con- 

fined our hunting to working old Mike, cut oyr limit 

from five to three birds and then shortened the season 

to three weeks. Some outside hunters who come 

inte the area were less conservation minded and in 

January we found coveys with only four and five 

birds left. The mild winter, however, gave the quail 

a break and the survival rate, by our observation, 

was unusually high.

ICK up any national magazine nowadays and thumb through the 
ads and you are likely to find from one to a half dozen color 


pictures of handsome old automobiles of other days, like the 
Stutz Bearcat or the 1908 Elmore. Remember the Elmore? 

In art store windows there are handsomely framed tinted prints 
of 1911 Cadillac broughams and 1908 Oldsmobile “speedsters,” and 
interior decorators now hang them in groups in pine-paneled dens 
where hunting prints used to hang. You ¢an find pictures of the 
old cars also on ash trays, highball glasses, men’s jewelry and other 


strange and assorted spots. 
This surge of interest in, as 
well as affection for, the cars of 
yesteryear could have been 
brought on by the fact that the 
automobile is now some 50 years 
old, roughly speaking, which 
makes it old enough to have 
antique value, like Victorian 
furniture or wax flowers under 
glass domes. In some circles they 
claim it is a reaction against 
today’s auto designs, which they 
say are esthetically frustrating 
and serve mainly to make people 
realize how some of the 


looking for automotive relics of 
the early decades of the present 
century, when atitomobiles had 
the look, the sound.and the smell 
of real automobiles. It has been 
estimated that there are some 
5000 Americans currently engaged 
in collecting old cars and related 
objects, such as license tags, name 
plates, horns and head lamps. 


It may come as a surprise to 
many people to learn that since 
the advent of the automobile, 
there have been nearly 2000 dif- 
ferent makes produced in this 
country alone. Old timers will 
remember the Wetscoit, the 
Haynes, the Dorris, the Imperial, 
the Briscoe, the Chandler, the 
Durant, the Elgin and many oth- 
ers: which have faded from the 
scene. Mote than half the cars 
which existed at one time or an- 
other have completely disap- 
peared. Not even a rusty head- 
lamp or a broken piece of trans- 
mission remains to bear evidence 
of their existence. 


As for those which do exist in 
part, the odds are that auto col- 
lectors will, in time, find all the 
parts ‘and put them together 
again, 

One of the country’s largest 
organizations devoted-to the res- 
toration of old automobiles is 
called the MHorseless Carriage 
Club, The club started on the 
west coast and “the St. Louis 
chapter, formed in 1946, was the 
second group in what is now a 
national club. 


In addition to the Horseless 
Carriage Club, but not represent- 
ed in St. Louis, there are two 
other national organizations, the 
Veteran Motor Car Club of Amer- 
ica and the Antique Automobile 
Club of America. There is also a 
French club, which some Ameri- 
cans join, known as Les Amis de 
Teuf-Teuf, so named in memory 
of the two-cylinder engines which 
used to go “teuf-teuf, teuf-teuf.” 
That was in French, of course.

The two seasons which followed were both 
bad for hatching; the first because many nests drowned out 
and last year because the droyth hurt the nesting cover. In 
early autumn we located five coveys, though only two or three 
of these were still on the farm when the season opened in 
November. We'd simply been forced to graze the whole farm 
so hard, not excluding the fenced-out wildlife patches, ponds 
and woodlands, that there was little food or cover left for 
the birds. 
x «x *® 

Experience during the hunting season proved what 

we expected; that our quail had moved out into the 

wild lands surrounding the farm. In the timber on 

the mountains, where there had been no grazing, they 

found enough food and cover to keep going. But the 

coveys were smaller than usual, indicating a small 

hatch or possible higher loss to predation. So we con- 

fined our hunting to working old Mike, cut oyr limit 

from five to three birds and then shortened the season 

te three weeks. Some outside hunters who come 

into the area were less conservation minded and in 

January we found coveys with only four and five 

birds left. The mild winter, however, gave the quail 

a break and the survival rate, by our observation, 

was unusually high.

ICK up any national magazine nowadays and thumb through the 
ads and you are likely to find from one to a half dozen color 
pictures of handsome old autom@biles of other days, like the 
Stutz Bearcat or the 1908 Elmore. 


Remember the Elmore? 


In art store windows there are handsomely framed tinted prints 
of 1911 Cadillac broughams and 1908 Oldsmobile “speedsters,” and 
interior decorators now hang them in groups in pine-paneled dens 
where hunting prints used to hang. You tan find pictures of the 
old cars also on ash trays, highball glasses, men’s jewelry and other 


strange and assorted spots. 

This surge of interest in, as 
well as affection for, the cars of 
yesteryear could have been 
brought on by the fact that the 
automobile is now some 50 years 
old, roughly speaking, which 
makes it old enough to have 
antique value, like Victorian 
furniture or wax flowers under 
glass domes. In some circles they 
claim it is a reaction against 
today’s auto designs, .which they 
say are esthetically frustrating 
and serve to make people 
realize how some of the 
old automobiles really were.

looking for automotive relics of 
the early decades of the present 
century, when automobiles had 
the look, the sound and the smell 
of real automobiles. It has been 
estimated that there are some 
5000 Americans currently engaged 
in collecting old cars and related 
objects, such as license tags, name 
plates, horns and head lamps. 


It may come as a surprise to 
many people to learn that since 
the advent of the automobile, 
there have’ been nearly 2000 dif- 
ferent makes produced in this 
country alone. Old timers will 
remember the Wetscoit, the 
Haynes, the Dorris, the Imperial, 
the Briscoe, the Chandler, the 
Durant, the Elgin and many oth- 
ers which have faded from the 
scene. More than half the -cars 
which existed at one time or an- 
other have completely disap- 
peared. Not even a rusty head- 
lamp or a broken piece of trans- 
mission remains to bear evidence 
of their existence. 


As for those which do exist in 
part, the odds are that auto col- 
lectors will, in time, find all the 
parts ‘and put them together 
again, 


One of the country’s largest 
organizations devoted.to the res- 
toration of old automobiles is 
called the Horseless Carriage 
Club. The club started on the 
west coast and “the St. Louis 
chapter, formed in 1946, was the 
second group in what is now a 
national club. 


In addition to the Horseless 
Carriage Club, but not represent- 
ed in St. Louis, there are two 
other national organizations, the 
Veteran Motor Car Club of Amer- 
ica and the Antique Automobile 
Club of America. There is also a 
French club, which some Ameri- 
cans join, known as Les Amis de 
Teuf-Teuf, so named in memory 
of the two-cylinder engines which 
used to go “teuf-teuf, teuf-teuf.”

T Clubs are convening here this 

week, an announcement which 
may bring a curl of sophisticated 
scorn to the lip of an occasional 
male or career woman. There 
are still those to whom the term 
Garden Club brings to mind a 
picture of one of Helen Hokinson's 
billowy matrons whispering to an- 
other at the plant food display, 
“I never give, my roses stimul- 
ants.” Or, complaining to the 
bulb salesman, “And then I cov- 
ered them with dirt and that's 
the last I ever saw of them.” Or, 
again, shyly inquiring of the gar- 
dener, “How often does Mrs, 
Coolidge bloom in a summer?” 

But the man or job-first girl 
who holds this derisive view of 
the garden clubber is disap- 
pearing. One reason is the in- 


creasing number of men’s chap- 


ters and working women’s chap- 
ters among the fast growing 8175 
Missouri and almost 300,000 na- 
tional membership of Garden 
Clubs. It is a membership that 
includes bustling suburban house- 
wives and stately grande dames, 
teen agers and school children. 
There’s even a garden club in the 
state penitentiary at Jefferson 
City.

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IDE projects of garden clubs 

include such things as the 

Friends of the Garden project 
which contributes to Missouri 
Botanical Garden, the publica- 
tion of magazines and the making 
of film slides, scholarship funds 
for loans to students at the Col- 
lege of Agriculture at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, and garden 
centers.

landscape design, color and de- 


sign in flower arranging, and 
flower show practices.

F YOU think just anyone can 

judge a flower show, you're 

much mistaken. To qualify, you 
must read 16 outside books and 
pass a written examination. In ad- 
dition, you have to have won five 
blue ribbons, some in horticulture 
(things you've grown) and some 
in arranging, must serve as a 
student judge at five shows, take 
refresher courses every three 
years, and continue to exhibit 
and judge. 

Moreover, it takes more than a 
pot of petunias and portulaca to 
make an arrangement. ‘Those in 
the know talk in terms of “mon- 
ochromatic line and analagous ar- 
rangements.” At a recent class, 
Mrs. Roy Lincoln, national au- 
thority, turned her green thumb 
down on several arrangements 
which, to our untrained eye, 
looked divine. 

“It doesn’t say anything,” she 
dismissed one, cryptically. 

While their sights are set on 
higher things, Garden Club mem- 
bers don’t lose track of their own 
communities. 

Recently in ,.one St. Louis 
suburb, members noted a yard on 
a prominent corner thet was a 
disgrace. They attended a meet- 
ing of the board of aldermen and 
a letter was sent out to the of- 
fending resident. The yard has 
been cleaned up. 

While they’re civic minded and 
roadside minded.

“Painting and Sculpture of the

(University of California Press, 
124 pp., $3.50) is intended as “an 
experiment in artist communica- 
tion—an attempt to let other art 
centers know what San Francisco 
Bay area artists are doing.”

»iIn the case of William Inge, 
former St. Louisan, he applies 
himself to the bottom of a chair 
and a new play. 


The author of “Picnic,” one of 
Broadway's top money dramas 
since it opened Feb. 19, has de- 
eided that this success, following 
his “Come Back, Little Sheba,” 
of three years ago, means he’s a 
professional dramatist and he 
ought to work at his trade. 


“In one sense, the play I'm now 
working on isn't a new one,” 
Inge explained. “I am re-work- 
ing an old idea, the one that was 
in the first play I ever wrote. The 
result, of course, will be a com- 
pletely new work. I mean it 
won’t be just a revision of an 
old script.” 


The play Inge referred to was 
called “Farther Off From Heav- 
en” back in 1947 when Margo 
Jones presented it in her reper- 
tory theater in Dallas, Tex. It

However, there is now a | 
powdered bleach on the market | 
which is claimed to be safe for | 
nylon, rayon, silk or wool as for 
cotton.

Is there anything I can’ 
use in the yard and house to get 
rid of them? They come in droves 
until I’m nearly a wreck.” 

Don’t let them get you.down, 
Dolly. The enemy can be met and 
routed. Only rarely do ants nest 
inside the home; their nests usu- 
ally can be found in the ground 
near the house. Use a spray con- 
taining two per cent chlordane. 
This may be either a two per cent 
chlordane household spray (read 
the labels on the commercial 
sprays), or one which you can mix 
yourself by adding four teaspoon- 
fuls of 48 to 50 per cent chlordane | | 
emulsifiable concentrate to one | 
pint of water. és 

Spray the window sills, door | 
thresholds, cupboard walls, under | 
shelves, under work tables and 
sinks—even the walls over which 
the ants are crawling. They will 
pick up enough chlordane from | 
these sprayed surfaces as they | 
crawl over them to bring about 
their departure from this world. 
One good job of spraying should 
keep them under control-for about 
six months. 

Also, look for signs of the lane 
they travel from their nest to the | 
house. Then add about five table- 
spoonfuls of 48 to 50 per cent 
chlordane to a gallon of water. 
Pour as much of. this mixture as 
possible down into the nest, and 
pour the rest around the nest in 
about a foot radius.

WASHINGTON, May 16 (UP)— 
The Smithsonian Institution told 
recently of a fantastic battle 
taking place in the Panama Canal 
Zone between the forces of civili- 
zation and some of the strangest 
of all jungle creatures.

On the side of nature | 
are 300 howler monkeys living on | 
Barro Coloradg island, a primitive, 
six-mile Wildlife area administered | 
by the Smithsonian. 
Howler monkeys are described 
by the institution as “big, black, 
bearded and extremely ugly.” 
Their appearance is beautiful, 
however, in comparison to the | 
noise they make. | 
These monks have a peculiar 
throat structure which enables

“My children have never known 
freedom; even I have forgotten 
what the word means,” said an- 
other woman. 

She has a 15-year-old son and 
an ll-year-old daughter. She 
talked of the cows and pigs they 
have left behind. The farm had 
been in the family for three gen- 
erations but willingly she and 
her husband decided to pay that 
price for their children’s free- 
dom. 

Child Lest Crossing Border. 

In the case of one family, the 
little daughter had somehow got 
lost in the excitement of getting 
across the border. In the dark- 
ness of the night, Mom, Dad and 
a son drew for who should go back 
and look for her. It was agreed 
that if she wasn't found before 
morning, the two left should re- 
turn to the east. Luckily she was 
found and the four now share a 
cubicle in the club. 

Frau Niemann who has a broth- 


daughter got safely through, but 
she has left two daughfers be- 
hind. Her sweet little 7-year-old 
girl, watching the tears roll down 
mother’s face, stroked her hand 
and said, “It is better now. There 
ig nothing to be afraid of.” 

Germans are doing what they 
can for these poor lost souls and 
the American women’s club, 
headed by Mrs. Guy Swope, whose 
husband is special assistant to the 
high commissioner on refugee 
matters, is pitching in with all 
it has. 

It’s hard to know where to 
start. These people have nothing. 
At the moment there’s only one 
saucepan and one small electric 
burner between them all. They 
must cook in turns. They boil 
their potatoes, wash up and pass 
the pan along to the next in line. 

Each Family Buys Its Food. 

A new system is being adopted 
here. Instead of feeding the ref- 
ugees from huge communal 
kitchens, each family is being 

ven money. In this way, it is 
oped that while doing their 
shopping and chatting around they 
will become members of the com- 
munity. They're given 38 marks 
a week (about $9) for a family of 
four—rough living but it will give 
them independence and an in- 
terest. 

Their needs are pitiful. Some 
have been helped by clothing left 
over from the “aid to Holland” 
campaign. One tiny chick showed 
me with great pride a dreary lit- 
tle dress which she has been al- 
lotted. Mother wouldn't let her 
wear it. It was to be saved for 
Sunday. 

A German firm has supplied 
some dolls and tops. On all the 
children’s neatly made bunks, the 
dolls sat up straight on the drab 
grey blankets while their proud 
owners played outside in the 
sunny yard with their tops. 

“My child has never had two 
toys to play with in her life,” said 
one mother smiling happily at 
her offspring. 

It is hoped these refugees. can 
be absorbed in the community. 
But with unemployment as high 
as it is, it seéms only the women

NEW MOUSETRAP 
SPINS VICTIM DIZZY, 
BREAKS ITS NECK 


FARMLAND, Ind. (UP)—Albert 
Burns, ah electrician, wonders if 
the world will beat a path to his 
door now that he’s invented “a 
better mousetrap.” 

Ready for mass production, the 
inventor says, is the “Etrectro- 
Cat,” a gimmick that plugs into 
any power outlet and uses the 
game bait for months. 

Burns said he experimented for 
17 years before he got a trap that 
worked like this: 

The mouse enters a tiny door, 
lured by the delicate odor of stale 
cheese, peanut butter, cat food, 
bacon or mouse hormones. He 
sneaks up a ramp to a platiorm— 
and wham! 

The platform tilts. The mouse 
plunges into the teeth of a swing- 
ing arm.

ITALIANS HAVE UNENVIABLE 
AUTO DEATH RATE, 10 A DAY 


ROME (AP)—lItalian motorists, 
many of whom act like race track 
drivers, are setting an unenviable 
record of traffic accidents One 
reason is whizzing motorcyclists. 
Another is motor scooters. Bicycle 
riders and pedestrians. who fre- 
quently prefer the middle of the 
street for their political argu- 
ments, are helping, too. 

It all adds up to one of the 
highest traffic accident rates in 
the world—ten killed and 157 in- 
jured daily. 

The Italian press has begun to 
express concern.

CHICAGO (UP)—A loud scream 
or a high heeled shoe is a wom- 
an’s best defense against any 
would-be molester, according to 
Chicago police. 

“In my estimation, a woman's 
best weapon is a loud scream,” 
said Lt. Joseph Healy, head of the 
police department’s sex bureau. 

“If a woman can get a high- 
heeled shoe off when she’s accost- 
ed, she’s boss,” said Detective 
James Traut, aid to Healy. 

John Reinert, another detective 
in the bureau, said women leaving 
buses, streetcars or trains at night 
should take a good look at people 
who get off at the same time. 

“If it looks like you're being 
followed,. get back on,” Reinert 
suggested. 

The bureau said some women 
have devised their own weapons.

The box is filled level with «a 
mixture of one-third finely shred-

The lightest things Queen Bess put on 
were her shoes and gloves.

Her leather gloves 
had little holes cut out over each knuckle 
and puffs of silk showed through. 

Royal hats sometimes gave the wearer 
a royal headache: they were tight-fit- 
ting and weighed down: with lots of 
jewelry. 


For Sweet Smelis 


LIZABETH 11 would have no use for 

one item that Queen Bess couldn't 

do without. It’s a pomander, a 

jeweled perfume ball that hung from a 

chain around her waist. In it were 

orange peel, herbs and sweet-smelling 

spices. When the court air became too 
foul, Queen Bess sniffed it daintily. 

Elizabeth II will have several Ladies 
of the Bedchamber to help her put on 
her coronation clothes. 

As young Bess, Miss Simmons needed 
four dressers to get her in and out of the 
20 elaborate costumes she wears.in the 
film.

Suppose two gunmen forced you into the back 
seat of your own car and drove off, possibly 
planning to kill you. What would you do? 

That was the hair-raising problem facing a 
new-style Western sheriff. He told his exciting 
story to a PARADE writer, up in the Rockies 
where it happened. 


HOT SULPHUR SPRINGS, Colo. 
KAY,” snarled a voice. “Get in the back 
of your car! Fast!” 
Sheriff Chauncey “Chance” Van 
Pelt, 46, who enforces the law in mile- 
high Grand County (pop: 4,300), blinked 
through the snow. 
He had come out in a late spring blizzard to 


‘help a ditched car on U.S. Highway 40. 


He had found two desperate holdup men. 
Their car was a stolen and crippled converti- 
ble. They were pointing guns at him. 

Inside his jacket, unseen by the gunmen, was 
his own gun. Could he use it? 

Ahead, in the direction the gunmen had been 


‘going, was Hot Sulphur Springs, and the Sher- 


ifft’s office. Beyond that were breakneck Byer 
Canyon, the Sheriff’s hometown, Kremmling, 
and, eventually, Salt Lake City. Back east, past 
Granby, was Denver. 

@ Obediently, Sheriff Van Pelt got in the back 
seat of his car. The two gunmen sat in the 
front seat. One drove as the car sped west 
toward the canyon, the other pointed an auto- 
matic back at him. “Keep your hands on the 
back of the seat,” one gunman warned. “We've 
killed one man. You may be next!” 

What the gunmen didn’t know: the Sheriff 
was one of the toughest in the Rockies! Stand- 
ing 5'11” tall and weighing 205 lbs. (most of it 
hard muscle), he had (a) nabbed two bank- 
robbers, (b) taken a murderer off a train at 
gunpoint and (c) fought, with his bare fists, 
as many as four ranchhands in one bar-room 
brawl. With that gun inside his jacket, he 
could clip matches at 30 feet away. 

“You can’t get away,” the Sheriff said. 
“Everybody knows my car. And watch that 
canyon road! It’s full of sharp-curves!” 

As they reached the bottom, the two-way car 


radio bleated out the alarm. A tow-car driver, 
who had driven up to rescue the convertible, 
had seen the holdup. A roadblock was being 
set up at Kremmling. 

® Swearing, the driver tried to rip out the 
radio wires. “Just turn her off,” said the 
Sheriff. At a garage, they saw a driverless car. 
Sending up a cloud of snow, the gunmen 
Slewed into a U-turn and headed back east. 
The Sheriff’ guessed their intentions: shoot 
him, transfer to the other car and race for 
Denver. . 

But as they rounded the turn they met 
Marshal Melvin Knox. A bullet crashed into 
the car below the windshield. With Knox 60 
feet behind and bullets whining past his head 
as the rear window shattered, the Sheriff and

@ At the top, a truck with a snow plow was 
Slowly pulling across the road near the Hot 
Sulphur Springs courthouse. 

The Sheriff knew what to expect. The truck 
belonged to county treasurer Carl Fischer. 
It was there to block the road in emergencies 
like this. There would be a stop, and then a 
running gunfight between the hoidup men 
and the Sheriff's friends. It was 3:30 p.m. Chil- 
dren were due to come out of a Saturday after- 
noon affair at the schoolhouse, near the truck! 


Pulled His Gun 


NOTHER roadblock, boys,” said the Sheriff, 
daring to point. The gunman guarding 
him turned to look. 

With one motion, the Sheriff drew his gun - 

and shot the guard. With the return motion, 
he shot the driver. 
@ Then, leaning over the seat, he turned off 
the ignition and grabbed the wheel in one 
hand. He shot both gunmen again as the car 
careened around the roadblock and stopped 
on a lawn. 

In dead silence, he pushed the gunmen 
aside, opened the door, and stepped outside. 
He was on the local undertaker’s lawn! 

The only casualty, except for the gunmen 
(later identified as Harold Glass, 21, of Perry,

NE APRIL NIGHT, Max Bauer was driving 

home to Teaneck. Over the car radio, 

he heard some day-old news that 
snapped him to attention— ; 

Fire, reported the announcer, had destroyed 
a classrogm building at the St. Joseph's Home 
for Boys in nearby Englewood Cliffs, N. J. 

To Bauer, news of the orphanage fire meant 
just one thing. He had work to do! 

Next morning, Bauer; charities chairman of 
the Knights of Pythias’, William D. Quick 
Lodge, called on Sister Mary de la Salle. 

“Our lodge,” he told her, “has a program for 
helping orphans in the four homes here in 
Bergen County. Is there anything you need 
because of the fire—like books or clothes?” 

“What we need most,” said the Sister, “is 
money—to build a new building.”

“The people of Teaneck have dig hearts,”

A Big Promise 


N THE way to his office, it dawned on 

Bauer that he had made a big promise. 

He didn’t doubt that the people would 

give. But somebody had to collect the money. 

And there weren't enough Knights to do the 
job alone. 

Then Bauer remembered something he had 
heard for years—particularly from his own 
rabbi, Barry Schaeffer of Beth Sholom Congre- 
gation—about brotherhood. Could the three 
faiths—working together—do this job? Bauer 
got on the phone. 


Then he got other Knights, his secretary and 
his wife to join in a campaign of phone pleas 
for help. Things started to pop— 

That Sunday, every Teaneck clergyman 
(nine Protestant, three Jewish and one 
Catholic) announced the drive was on. 

The next Wednesday, representatives of all 
the town’s churches, civic and service organi- 
zations met to plot the drive. 

Between 9 a.m. and noon on the following 
Sunday—just 11 days after the fire—300 work- 
ers collected $4,119.74. 

“You know,” says Bauer, in a voice still 
hoarse from phoning, “I’m prouder of my town 
than ever before.” 

Now other towns in the area are talking 
about raising money for St. Joseph’s Boys 
Home the way Teaneck did. s

IG NIGHT OF THE YEAR for Washington University School of Fine Arts 
students is their annual Beaux Arts Ball. Since it was first held in 1910 
the off-campus spring frolic has become a traditional outlet for merry 
making, originality, artistic fancy and fantasy. All the participants, except 
the candidates for Queen and their escorts, show up in costume—for the most 
part of the wearer's own devising and manufacture. Costumes are required 
to adhere to an assigned theme, but that offers few actual restrictions. 

This year, for instance, the motif was “Africa.” Since that continent has 
a history thousands of years old and cultures ranging from the primitive to 
the modern, the guests at the ball had an almost inlunned range for their 
ideas—especially since imagination was given precedence over authenticity.

The evening, from 
9 p.m. to 1 a.m., when the orchestra went home, included dancing, a short 
floor show, selection of prize-winning costumes by faculty judges, and the 
crowning of the Queen near the end of the ball.

N ATOMIC BOOM HAS STRUCK the backwoods of 
south-central Ohio. The detonation was set off nine 
months ago when the Atomic Energy Commission 

decided to build a $1,200,000,000 plant in Pike County. 
The explosion, economic and social, has shattered the 
tranquility of the bucolic countryside and the inhabitants. 
“It's like we've been hit by an A-bomb,” said one elderly 
resident, waving a hand at the furious activity around

of a new superhighway. Linemen string telephone 
and power wires on freshly planted poles.

Trailer camps sprout in cornfields studded with 
the stubble of last year's crop. 

In its present phase, the boom is nothing compared 
with what is to come—and Pike County is bracing itself. 
Some 3500 men are now employed in construction of the 
gigantic atomic facility. By July there will be 10,000, by 
fall 19,000. Late next year 30,000 will be employed on 
the project for a six-month period. Thereafter, the con- 
struction force will drop gradually until the plant is 
completed in 1956.

Land is bringing amazing prices. A %6-acre farm 
that sold for $4000 two years ago brought $36,000 as a 
housing site. Desirable roadside plots once worth $200 
an acre are selling for $3000 an acre. A motel is going 
up near the plant on five acres for which the builder paid 
$25,000. Nearby a trailer camp Ho took a five-year 
lease on a 30-acre cornfield at $1000 a month. But not 
all get-rich-quick schemes have been successful. A 
group of speculators who paid $50,000 for 40 acres along 
the main highway found. later that a new four-lane super- 
highway will by-pass their tract.
